DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as faiiing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because tliey do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: "rucker head 16" and "passage 18" (page 5, line 15), and "net tray 30" 
(page 6, line 3). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheef or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described In a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 
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5. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Applicant's Admitted Prior Art (AAPA). 

Applicant, at pages 1-3 of the specification to be known as AAPA, discloses an 
apparatus and a method of rucl^ing netting onto a tube, the apparatus comprising a 
frame with an axis, a platform with means for reciprocating movement along the axis, a 
netting tube having an outside diameter and an axis and releasably attachable to the 
means for reciprocating movement, a second tube having a bore with a diameter 
greater than the netting tube outside diameter and demountably alignable coaxially to 
the netting tube, and spring loaded fingers attached to the frame and extending 
circumferentially into the axis of the frame, forming a passage through which the netting 
tube and the second tube move when the netting tube is attached to the platform and 
the second tube is mounted to the netting tube, the second tube comprising a tube cap 
attached thereon, the tube cap having a tapered surface so as to prevent sagging to a 
netting on the second tube. Applicant should note that means for reciprocating 
movement in the form of an air-actuated cylinder and an air supply with means to 
control the air-actuated cylinder are conventional in the art, and so are the recited 
method steps. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
6. Claims 1 5-1 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base daim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
